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This letter is in response to the ''LETTER REGARDING PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT," filed May 3, 2005, pursuant to applicants' duty of 

good faith and candor to the Office. Applicant states that the 
patent term adjustment appears to be incorrect, and may be 
longer than appropriate. 

The request for correction of the initial determination of 
patent term adjustment (PTA) is dismissed . 

On March 4, 2005, the Office mailed the Determination of Patent 
Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) in the above-identified 
application. The Notice stated that the patent term adjustment 
to date is 116 days. Applicant states no basis for their 
assertion that the patent term adjustment appears to be 
incorrect, and may be longer than appropriate.

The patent will 
issue with any patent term adjustment accrued due to the Office 
taking in excess of four months to issue the patent, after the 
issue fee had been paid and all outstanding requirements met.
